“We 
now see that these content learn­ 
ings are not the ends sought by 
education but the means to the 
ends.” is his explanation.

Dr. Bream’s plan integrates the 
three basic factors in education: 
content, 
human 
aspiration 
and 
human 
relations, and a sound 
methodology and organization. 
Because he feels most teachers 
have a good grasp on ideas and 
knowledge, Dr. Bream plans to 
show them how’ to translate these 
into action through the use of 
human 
relations 
and 
effective 
organization. 
The Lehigh educator’s theory is 
that in order to make the best use 
of his knowledge, each instructor 
must be re-educated as a creative 
teacher. He must learn by doing 
in order to enable himself to make 
basic changes 
in 
his 
behavior 
necessary to this new method of 
effective teaching. In the Thurs­ 
day evening course the class mem­ 
bers will implement their body of 
theory by applying it to one of the 
large areas of the curriculum.

A P Business News Analyst 
NEW YORK (AP> — The big 
loss of gold in recent days by 
the U.S. Treasury may sharpen 
American 
demands 
that

finance ministers of the non-Com- 
munlst world do something about 
the reverse in the dollar gap. 
Uncle Sam ha* been on the 
short end of the international 
financial stick for three years. 
Last week he lost more gold in 
normal transactions than in any 
week since 1931. It s far different 
from the days when he was help­ 
ing other nations struggle with 
dollar shortages—the dollar gap 
of yesteryear. 
The ministers are in Washing­ 
ton today for the annual meetings 
of 
the 
International 
Monetary 
Fund and World Bank. U.S. un­ 
happiness over a possible threat 
to confidence in the dollar is far 
irom a secret. 
AT P R E M IU M IN LONDON 
The gold loss could spark sev­ 
eral changes. 
Already prices of gold mining 
shares have risen on the stock ex­ 
change—largely perhaps because 
ti.9 metal now commands a pre­ 
mium in the London bullion mar­ 
ket over the price fixed by the 
U.S. Treasury. 
Talk grows that England may 
help darn the outflow of gold and 
dollars from this country by low 
ering its discount rate from the 
present 6 per cent. The U.S. rate 
is 3 lier cent and money flows 
to the place where it can earn 
more. The piled up dollars abroad 
can be, and are. turned in for 
gold. 
F O R E IG N A ID P R IM E FACTOR 
Rumors are again rife in West 
Germany that help for the United 
States may come rn the form of 
a revaluation upward of the Ger­ 
man mark, now 4.19 for the U.S. 


dollar. A costlier mark could slow 
the flow of investment money 
from the United States to Ger­ 
many. 
And the United States may urge 
Germany and other West Euro­ 
pean nations that are gathering in 
all our outgoing dollars to start 
sharing the wealth with underde­ 
veloped areas. That is. take over 
some of the burden of foreign aid 
that is cited as a prime factor in 
the continuing deficit in the U.S. 
balance of payments. 
It is thus deficit—more dollars 
spent abroad for goods, services, 
aid, travel and investment by 
U. S. business firms than come 
back in payment for U. S. goods 
and services—that has caused our 
gold horde to shrink. 


NO RUN IN P R O SP EC T 
In three years (rf deficits here 
the dollar reserve* of other na­ 
tions have risen to heights that 
cause some observers to fear that 
in time they could undermine 
world confidence in the dollar it­ 
self. Both government and private 
financial observers, however, are 
largely united in insisting that no 
run on the dollar is in prospect. 
Our exports continue to top the 
monetary value of our imports. 
But this isn't enough to offset the 
sums we continue to spend on 
foreign aid. or military bases 
abroad, on travel, and increas­ 
ingly on investments in foreign 
enterprises and in building of 
overseas plants by U. S. corpora­ 
tions.

Old Time New Dealer Rex G. Tugwell 
Writes History Of Expanding Powers

these past 35 years, has been 
dropping in and out of the news 
with the same casualness that a 
veteran Hollywood actress makes 
headlines with a new husband. 
He

which was textbook writing in a 
full professorship of economics at 
Columbia University. It was the 
siren 
song 
of 
membership 
in 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
“ Brains Trust” that lured him. 
He soon became undersecretary, 
Department of Agriculture. 
Unlike 
Raymond 
Moley, 
Jim 
Farley, Jack Garner, Hugh John­ 
son and others, Dr. Tugwell sur­ 
vived 
the 
bitter, 
throat-cutting 
carfare within F.D.R.’s political 
and intellectual palace guard.

colonial governor of Puerto Rico.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers 


SIMON GIRTY, THE 
WHITE R E N EG A D E 
The historical and genealogical 
study of the “Upper” Low Dutch 
Burial Ground of Hie Conewago 
will be discontinued for several 
weeks in order that sketches of 
the life and deeds of the infamous 
Girty brothers might be precented 
in this column. It is to be hoped 
that the readers, who requested 
this information, will find it de­ 
tailed erough to give an accurate 
picture of the warfare on the 
frontier. 
The Girt vs were natives of this 
state—they were hoi n neat Harris’ 
Ferry (now Harrisburg) but Penn­ 
sylvania historians are less then 
enthusiastic regarding this dubi­ 
ous claim to fame. The begin­ 
ning of the Girty brothers’ ca­ 
reer extends back to the days of 
the “old French Wars” and the 
fall of Fort Granville. In the 
Pennsylvania Gazette for August 
19. 1756, the following account, 
from the frontier, appeared as a 
“news story.” 
“Capture 
of 
Fort 
Granville. 
Cumberland County - 
GUARD SOME R E A P E R S 
“On tne 30th ult., (July 30, 1756* 
Captain Ward marched from Fort 
Granville, with his Ensign, and 
all the men that belonged to it, ex­ 
cept twenty-four, under the com­ 
mand of Lieutenant Armstrong, 
to guard some reapers in Sher­ 
man's Valley: That soon after 
Captain Ward and his men left the 
Fort it was attacked by about one 
hundred French and Indians, who 
were bravely kept at a Distance 
a1! that Afternoon and Night by 
our People: That the next Morn­ 
ing the Enemy took Juniata Creek. 
and came under its Bank to a Gult 
said to be about Twelve feet 
deep) and crept up till they came 
within about thirty or forty feet of 
the Fort, where the Shot from our 
men could not hurt them. 
“That ink* that Gutt they car­ 
ried a Quantity of Pine Knots, and 
other Combustible Matter, which 
ney threw against the Fort, till 
they made a Pile, to which they 
set Fire, and by that means the 
Logs of the Stockade catched, and 
a Hoi# was made through which 
the Lieutenant 'Armstrong) and

the Fort, and th# Enemy took 
possession thereof. 
23 ARE CAPTURED 
‘That the Enemy made Prison­ 
ers 
twenty-two 
soldiers, 
three 
Women, and five or six children. 
of which the French took the young 
Men and Women, and the Indians 
the older Men and Children: and 
having loaded them (the prison­ 
ers) with Flour, etc., they set off, 
after setting up French Colours 
near the Fort, on which they left 
a Shot Pouch, with a written Paper 
in it: That when they had marched 
a little way from the Fort, the 
French Commander ordered Cap­ 
tain Jacobs to bum the Fort, 
which he did: That the Prisoners 
Travelled Five Days with them 
(the French and Indians', till they 
came to the Place where they had 
left their Baggage and Horses, 


“ Here they found ten Indians, 
with some white Prisoners, and 
heard that a number of Indians, 
with more Prisoners, had left that 
Place the Day before they got 
there: That one of our Soldiers 
growing weak, and not able to ke 
up with them, they killed and 
Scalped him on the Top of a high 
Hill: And that another Man, nam 
Barnhold, being wounded in the 
Arm, they did not tie him in the 
night, by which he made his Es­ 
cape, after being six Days with 
them, 
and 
brought the above 
Intelligence. It is said one of the 
Indians was slightly wounded." 
MOTHER, 4 SONS CAPTURED 
Among the prisoners taken by 
the French and Indians at Fort 
Granville were Mary (Newton) 
Girty Turner and her four sons, 
Simon, 
James, 
Thomas, 
and 
George Girty. The John Turner, 
who threw open the gates of Fort 
Granville, was the stepfather of 
the Girty boys. Turner, as a suit­ 
able reward for his co-operation 


with the enemy, was later “burned 
at the stake” in a Shawnee Indian 
village. 
Simon Girty 
(second of the 
name) was a son of Simon and 
Mary (Newton) Girty and was 
born near Harris’ Ferry, on the 
Susquehanna River, in 1741. The 
father was an Indian Trader, duly 
licensed by the Province of Penn­ 
sylvania. Both parents were born 
in Ireland and emigrated to Penn­ 
sylvania at a comparatively early 
age. 
In 1751 Simon Girty, Sr., was 
killed “—by an Indian, the Fish, 
and John Turner, a member of the 
Girty household, killed the Fish 
and 
later married 
the 
widow 
Girty.” This event took place near 
Chambers’ Mill, in what is now 
Franklin County. 
Pennsylvania. 
Several yeais after the marriage 
of the Widow Girty and John Tur­ 
ner the little family, for some rea­ 
son or other, returned to the for­ 
bidden Indian country. They (the 
Turners and the Girtys) had im- 
doubtedly taken refuge with the 
other settlers in Fort Granville 
and 
wen 
there, 
unfortunately, 
when it was taken by the French 
and Indians. 
Sometime after their capture 
James Gilly was adopted by a 
Shawnee, George by a Delaware, 
and Simon Jr. by a Seneca. They 
learned the languages of the var­ 
ious tribes and within a year were 
given complete freedom by the 
Indians to come and go as they 
would. They wished to “come and 
go.” considerably, and upon busi­ 
ness usually bloody—to the lasting 
terror of the frontier. After his 
capture at Fort Granville Thomas 
Girty dropped out of sight until his 
release from 
captivity—at 
the 
time Colonel Bouquet forced the 
tribes to give up their white cap­ 
tives Thomas and George Girty 
appear to have “settled down” 
and, according to one historian, 
both “bore a reasonably decent 
character.” The same cannot be 
said of Simon or James Girty. The 
mother of the Girty brothers was. 
according to a fairly reliable tra­ 
dition. killed by the Indians some­ 
time after her capture at Fort 
Granville.

ERIE, Pa. (AP* — Democratic 
chiefs in Erie continued making 
preparations today for a s h o r t 
campaign visit from Sen. John F. 
Kennedy, Democratic presidential 
hopeful.

There, he 
Is to make a brief address to a 
rally. 
From the airport, Kennedy and 
his entourage will proceed to the 
city by motorcade. He will stay 
overnight at the Hotel Lawrence. 
The breakfast .sponsored by the 
county's organization, is on tap for 
about 8 a rn. Wednesday. Some 
400 state, county and local govern­ 
ment personalities are expected to 
attend the fete.

ALLOCATIONS 
Federal allocations this year to 
the state school lunch program 
total $4,921,507. of which $3,883,- 
868 goes to public schools and the 
remainder to private schools. 
State or local agencies mast 
match the federal lunch funds 
with three dollars for each gov­ 
ernment dollar. In addition the 
federal government provides sur­ 
plus food commodities and spe­ 
cial purchases. 
The federal 
milk and lunch 
funds are allocated on a formula 
based on the per capital income 
of the state. Pennsylvania’s per 
capita income in 1958—the year 
ased in estimating lunch alloca­ 
tions—was $2,127, compared with 
$2,057 for the nation. 
U RG ES EXPAN SIO N 
States with below average per 
capita incomes get additional ben­ 
efits under the formula. 
The national school lunch pro­ 
gram is administered by the ed­ 
ucation departments in each state 
under agreements with the U S 
Agriculture Department. 
Gov. Lawrence in a recent letter 
to school superintendents and su­ 
pervising principals urged expand­ 
ed ase of the school milk and 
lunch programs. 
He said about two thirds of the 
state's schools are not providing 
lunches w’hich include milk as 
part of the menu.

ATTENDANCE

LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
Dodgers are dead, but it’s a nice 
way to go. Their mourners are 
providing money in lieu of flow­ 
ers. 
The club that won the National 
League pennant and than the 
World Series in 1959 seems de­ 
stined to finish fourth in 1960. But 
some time this week the Dodgers 
will break the all-time National 
League home attendance record 
for a single season. 
And Los Angeles fans, appar­ 
ently expecting to find some bu­ 
ried pleasure at the bottom of the 
first division, will have contrib­ 
uted something like $5 million to 
the Dodger treasury by the time 
the season ends. 
HAVE 8 HOME GAMES 
With eight of their 77 home 
games left to play, the Dodgers 
have drawn 2.124.457 paying fans 
into their oddly proportioned play­ 
ground at the Coliseum. The Na­ 
tional League home attendance 
record is 2.215.404. set by Milwau­ 
kee in 1957. lf the Dodgers can 
draw an average of 20.000 the

TARGET FOR U.S.

'API 
The moon remains an elusive 
target for American rockets, while 
tile Soviet Union continues to hold 
a commanding lead in lunar ex­ 
ploration and may soon attempt 
to send the first man into space.

they seek to pinpoint the reason 
for the failure Sunday of their 
latest moon rocket. 
The giant Atlas Able. maxi pow- 
erful space vehicle ever assem­ 
bled by thus nation, fizzled rn an 
effort to hurl the first satellite 
into orbit about the moon. 
P R EST IG E BLOW 
The failure dealt a damaging 
blow to US. space prestige at a 
time when Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev is saying that the So­ 
viet Union is ready to launch a 
man into space. 
“ It is difficult to say just when 
the Soviets will launch the first 
space man. but we are prepared ’” 
Khrushchev retorted Sunday. He 
said a rocket and space ship are 
ready but it is up to Soviet scien­ 
tists to decide the launching date 
A malfunction in 
the second 
stage engine doomed the experi­ 
ment and sent tho 387-pound pay­ 
load to a fiery death as K dived 
hack into Hie earth’s atmosphere 
somewtiere over the Indian Ocean. 
ANOTHER SHOT POSSIBLE 
A reserve Atlas Able and pay­ 
load are available to repeat Sun­ 
days effort. They could be ready 
in two to three months if a study 
of data from Sunday’s shot indi­ 
cates that no major changes are 
necessary.
